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DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

2. Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Fraser et al (US 
5,995,947). 

Fraser discloses, as in claim 7, an automated and integrated loan processing system (see 
Fraser, Abstract), 

~a sales origination component (130) (see Fraser, col. 3, lines 28-36; or lender module, 
col. 5, lines 9-10); 

-a loan accounting and processing component (see Fraser col. 4, line 41; and col. 4, 
lines 1-4) 

-portfolio management component (see col. 12, lines 56+) 

as in claim 2, further comprising a network infrastructure (140) utilizing thin client 
workstations (130, 160) and multiple servers (110, 170) to access the automated and integrated 
loan processing system (see Fraser, fig. 3, col. 3, lines 10-52).

as in claim J, a method of processing a loan using an automated and integrated 
system, (see Fraser, Abstract) 

-obtaining loan application information from a borrower (see Fraser, col. 3, lines 30-36); 

-entering loan application information into a sales origination component (see Fraser, 
lender module, col. 3, lines 9-10); 

-exchanging information regarding a loan application with a loan accounting and 
processing component; (see Fraser col. 4, line 41; and col. 4, lines 1-4), 

-forming a loan record (see col. 14, lines 45-48), 

-forwarding the loan record to the loan accounting and processing component (see col. 
14, lines 45-48);
